the one owned by the Soo company 
in this city,

remember of ever imviag'been In one 
of them. 
We hava waited for trains 


in places where there was no depot 
at all. but then we did not expect 
very much, arid were not disappointed.

In the cases 
of other states there will be no legis- 
latures for another year so it will be 
at least two years before the voters 
will have an opportunity to go to the 
polls and vote for a senator as they 
would for a congressman, even if rati- 
fication is' prompt' and general.

process rather than by private com- 
panies was instituted during the reign 
af Governor La Follette and lias been 
continued by his-successors. The old 
capttol burned In Ifl04 nnd left a de- 
flcit of $190,000 In the fire insurance 
fund. 


Most states would probably have 


abandoned such an experiment w<]|i an 
apparently disastrous law, but Wis- 
consin chose to cling to this principle, 
and the 
accumulations 
of 
subse- 


quent "years have wiped out the deficit. 
The state charges itself less than CO 
per cent, of r.he premiums of the New 
yorlt fire insurance companies, and is 
so satisfied with its experience that 
In 3911 by an act of the legislature It 
extended the privilege of the 
Insur- 


ance fund to countito. while cities and 
school districts are ashing that they 
be privileged to enjqy its advantages.

Washington.—It has been remark- 


ed often as a curious fact that tbo 
people of the United States who In 
a large sense aro an absolutely non- 
military body arc yet in the main en- 
thusiastic over the navy. 
Congress- 


men say that a proposition to Increase 
tbe number of battleships Is sure of 
great support from the country, while 
a proposition to increase the army 
would be in'many places if not In most 
places vigorously opposed. 
Visitors 


to Washington show a greater Interest 
In naval affairs than they do in army 
affairs. 
When they go to the state, 


war and navy building they tlock to 
tho places where models of battle- 
ships are shown and where naval 
trophies are displayed and. pay much 
less attention to the exhibit made by 
tbe army. 
.Tbo navy yard-In Washington Is an 
object of interest to the thousands 
who come to the capital city In May. 
There aro a good many trophies of 
battles won in the keeping of the navy 
yard. 
In the United States Military 


Academy on the Hudson river there is 
a place set aside and known as Trophy 
Point. There are exhibited many guns 
captured by the land forces in tho dif- 
ferent wars in which this country has 
been engaged. 
Trophy Point Is one 


of the centers of interest at West 
Point and what is truo there Is true 
of the navy yard in Washington. Peo- 
ple apparently lilto to look at things 
which show the prowess either on 
land or sea of the sailors and soldiers 
of their country, and yet truth compels 
again the statement that the naval 
trophies attract the greater attention. 


Curious History of a Long Tom. 
In the navy yard there Is a cast- 


iron gun which was made a century 
and a quarter ago. 
It belongs to tbe 


class called "Long Toms." This gun 
once had a place on tho French ship 
N'oche, which was a vessel of a squad- 
ron sent by France In tho year 170S 
with troops on board for tbe purpose 
of Invading Ireland and helping tho 
Irish people to win their Independence 
from Great Britain. 
Tbe British cap- 


tured the warship and also tho gun 
which is now at tho navy yard In 
Washington. 


Once on a time tbe United States 


bought some guns from England and 
this particular Txmg Tom which had 
done service on a French vessel and 
afterward on an English vessel, passed 
Into tho possession of this country. H 
was mounted on board an American 
man-of-war and in one of the engage- 
ments 
which our ships 
had 
with 


French ships at the close of the eight- 
eenth century tho Ixmg Tom was used 
against a ship of the country which 
once owned it. In this fight a French 
shot struck the gun and dented it, 
but did not put it entirely out of com- 
mission. 
The United States government con- 


demned the Long Tom although it was 
still serviceable and sold it to tbo 
Island of Haiti, which then was en- 
gaged In a war on its own account 
against tbe French nation. 
It was 


used by tho Haytlans and so at least 
twice in its existence the gun was 
turned against Its first owners. 


Used In War of 1812. 


In some way today unknown, this 


gun was brought'back to America and 
It was used on board an American 
brig, The Armstrong.'which bad a fight 
with three British ships In the war of 
1S12. So it was that the Long Tom 
•was used In service against Its second 
owner, Great Britain. It is now In the 
possession of the American 
author- 


ities and it is presumed that no other 
nation will capture it or buy it to be 
used one day against Its present own- 
er. Uncle Sam. 


It is impossible to tell how many 


willow trees there are in tbo United 
"states which are said to be grown 
from slips of the tree planted at the 
head of the first grave ot Napoleon 
on the Island of St. Helena. One runs 
across them in all parts of the country 
and some of them may be real slips ot 
the famous trees, but the. general be- 
lief is that most of them are "counter- 
feits." 


There is a willow tree in the Wash- 


ington navy yard, however, which it is 
known is an offspring of the Napoleon 
willow. 
Commodore Bainbridge, who 


commanded the old Constitution and 
who was a. famous naval officer in bis 
day, obtained a slip of the tree, 
brought it to America and planted it 
with his own hands in the navy yard, 
where it has thrived and is today hale 
and hearty in its willowy old age.

pratically 
extinct 
passenger 


pigeon, in the hope that the species 
may b« saved from 
extermination, 


the awards offered by eastern orni- 
thologists for the lasl 
t%vo seasons 


will again be offered this year. 


For first information of the location 


of a nesting pair or cloouy of the 
birds anywhere in North America, 
when found with parent birds aud 
eaas or young undisturbed, a total 
reward of $1,000 will be Riven. 
For 


the first nesting discovered in Wis- 
consin, a reward of $100 will be paid 
by John E. Thayer. 


Especial emphasis is laid by O. F. 


Hodge of Olark university, Worcester, 
Mass., by whom the search is being 
conducted, upon die fact that the 
awards are offered solely for the in- 
formation of 
undisturbed nestings. 


The possession of any birds, alive or 
dead, is not desired. 


The effort is directed solely to save 


the tree, wild pigeon. 


Daring the two years that the 


search has been conducted, several 
reports have been 
received 
from 


different parts of the country of tlie 
birds, observation. 
Those, however, 


without exception have proven with- 
out confirmation. All were of other 
species of pigeon or dove aud uot so 
much as a feather or tangible evi- 
dence has been found that the passen- 
ger pigeon still exists in tho wild 
state. 
The 
bird 
is sixteen 
inches in 


length, ruddy buff breasted, with red 
feet. 
It is often confused with the 


mourning dove, which, howver, in 
smaller and may be distinguished by 
a black spot on the aide of the neck.

Jerusalem by Saladtn, the Sultan of Kgypt- 
Klcharii (the English King) ftfterwardi given 
the tllle of "Coeur de Uon" (the lion hearted) 
In memory of Ills heroic exploits in 1'alesltne 
had adventures in bis battles with Saladin 
which read like a ruinuiice. Nor was the re- 
nowned Saladin locking In anyol tltosekulKhtly 
virtues, with

known, altliough chief of tlie Mohuiniueillan*. 
At one time when I'.lchard was sirk, knowing 
that hi! was poorly supplied with delicajlcs, 
Saladin sent him a gift of the choicest fruits of 
Lhe hunt.

horse havini; been killed In battle, Salaillii 
cansed a lino Arabian steed to be led lo tlie 
Christian camp, as a present, to hid rival. 


For two years did Hlcharil the lion henrleil 


vainly contend in almost, daily combat with his 
generous antagonist for Ihe possession of tint 
Lumb ol Christ, lie liimily concluded a Irneeof 
three years ami eight, mouths willl Saladin, 
ivhleh provided that the Christians during Dial 
period slio-ild have free access lo tin- llol> 
places and lemalu in undisturbed posai-nslon of 
the coast from .loppiilo 'i'yre.

How lucre they wttited umler a conviction 


that the waters ol the Mediterranean would be 
cloven asunder to give them a passage on drj 
land. How at length two merchanis uttered 
'for the cause of (iod, and without, charge" lo 
convey them in ships to t'alestine, and how the 
5,000 children, who salted from thy harbor 
chantluK tbe "Veni Creator Spirltls," lonnd 
LheniMelvcs al the end of their voyage, in the 
hlave inarltet of Alexandria and Algiers. 


A pendunt lo tills woeful tale is found in the 


autlerlngH of the L'0,000 Uennim boys and girls, 
who set onl in the same year from Cologne, 
under the peasant lad Nicholas, and of whom 
5,000 only reached (ieuoa. Of the rest, some 
had returned borne, sume marched to llrundice; 
and setting sail for Palestine were jever heard 
more of. These expeditions were known as the 
Shepherds' Crusade, (so called from their sup 
posed simplicity.) 


This was practically tlie last Crusade-. 


Tlie Results of tho Crusades^ 


Time and circumstances now brought changes 


with tlie great military orders whloh grew out 
of the Orus.ides. 


Tlie Knights Templars, originally subsisting 


upon tbe alms of the charitable, and making a 
show of poverty, as illustrated iu iheir seal, re' 
presenting two Knights riding upon a tingle 
horse, increased so rapidly In wealth, acquired 
In their battles with the Inllilels, that they be- 
came more Interested In extending and guard- 
ing their possessions than In affording protec- 
tion to pilgrims, and forgetting their bows, 
they frequently stained their Knightly fame, 
aud name, by treachery and gross immoralities 
especially In the ctli Crusade IL'l-'. 


But tho .qualities -which had won for the 


earlier Crusaders, whatever renown they may 
have acquired, were exhibited iu full measure 
as we said until the end. Their absolute fear- 
lessness, their linn belief in their faith which 
they felt to be absolutely true. Their heroic 
endurance of their suit-rings which In hours of 
triumph they seldom hesitated to Inflect npou 
others are beyond question. 


In the Holy lanu itself the miserable Chris- 


tians remnant adhered to 113 old tradition of 
ilghllug about shadows, when the substance 
had been already lost. The embers smouldered 
on but could not ie rekindled. It was evident 
that nothing more substantial, or permanent, 
could be done there, thau the Hues left on the 
sea sand by an ebbing tide. 


The Knights Hospitallers or Teutonic Knights 


of SI John, bound to the service of ihe sick and 
helpless among the "Soldiers of the Cross," 
were Justified Iu bearing arms, in their own 
defense, or In the defense of others. 


There seemed to have been jealousy between 


these two orders troni the first. 


Dlsseutlons rau perpetually between them. 


They finally made open war upon each other 
which ended In a pitched battle, in which 
scarcely a Templar escaped a'tve. which uu- 
liapplly in a barbarous age, hud done ;is much 
to destroy, as to maintain tile hold of Latin 
Christlandom In Palestine. 
However they 


[ought valiantly and bravely, against all tlie 
foes of Christlandom until the end of the 
Crusades. 


Throughout the history of the Crusades, Ihe 


vrtsdom of the General, or the statesmen, is con- 
spicuous by Its absence; and we may fairly 
compare the long series of these eu';erprises, 
with the eratlc course aud lltfui splendor of a 
comet which at the moment of iu greatest 
brilliancy rushes on* Into an oceau of darkness. 


The soil of Palestine had been abundantly 


watered with the blood, both of Christians, and 
last oi all, the blood of that valiantorder. again. 


The time honored civilization of tho Eastern 


Christians, was not recognized by the Western 
champions of the Cross, who landed that they 
could crush, or sweep them away as Inlldcls. 
Not one of them eared to think, that they were 
dealing with Christians, or witn the subjects of 
the ancient empire of. Constantino, that when 
they Invaded Constantinople, 
Mecca 
and 


AnLiocli, they were in a land not less Christian, 
than Italy, or France, nay which boasted 
churches, of an antlqultv more venerable, (nan 
those of Milau, Ravenna and Home itself, tea 
laud where the ritual of the Church, had taken 
root while Christianity was In its cradle and 
had moulded the like, the thoughts aud the 
very being of its members. 


Tnelrs was the merciless Intolerance, which 


regarded the Greek Christian Patriarchs, and 
their laity, as heathens because they (having 
refused to be under the dominion of the Pope, of 
Borne) had been excommunicated by him. 


After the conquest of these cities, they (the 


Crusaders) introduced-Latin priests Into the 
pu>ces of those who had taught the Apostllc 
doctrine of Christ and suppressed the Greek 
rilual, hallowed, by the association of ages. 
Kegardiug them as Infldels, they not only thrust 
them ont of every liiph' and responsible office, 
but in their savage fury, made the streets pj tbe 
capitoi: run 
with blood, and defiled its 


Sanctuaries with blasphemy and massacre. 


Last, but not least, was the brutality which 


committed, to the flames, their magnificent 
churches and all that was beautiful In art, 
costly In materials and exquisite In workman- 
ship precious Irom its rarity or tlie absolute 
Impossibility of restoring It, 


The tombs ot the Emperors were burst open, 


and rifled, tbe master pieces of ancient sculp- 
ture thrown down and shattered. 


The Greek church was left, with a bitter hat 


red. of the laws, customs and the government of 
.thechurch of Borne, .aud an impassible gulf, 
still yawns, between the churches of-the East, 
and of the West, which no efforts thus far.liavc 
been »ble to close or bridge over. 


Among all the monstrous -iniquities which 


purjured Kings, and Godless statesmen nave 
ever perpetrated tbe diabolical Injustice which

of the Holy City for the fiscal year 
ended March IS. 1311. and sent it to 
William A. Preiidergajst. controller of 
a town which differs somewhat from 
Jerusalem. 
Jn return, he asks for ji 


copy of the annual statement ot the 
city of New York. Hussein Effendl Is 
familiar with English and 
taken 
a 


deep interest in American affairs. 
It 


is doubtful, however, if the figures 
from the controller's office provo as 
pictureKQue reading to 
him 
as do 


those of .the Holy Land to the citizens 
of the Western world. 


Among Hems of taxes on roads over 


which the gentle Jesus 
walked, a;nd 


bridge tolls across the River JortlELa, 
it is startling to read of a "petroleuim 
storage 
tux" amounting 
to 
150,000 


piasters a year. It brings a shudder 
to think of motor cars running over 
the highway from Jericho to 
Jaffa, 


with muffler off and siren shrieking. 
Yet in the statement ot Hussein Efien- 
dl may be read there is a tax of. "2 
].lusters a box of two five-gallon cans 
of petroleum for the first month; % 
piaster for each succeeding month." 
The biggfist item on the list is the in- 
come from tolls collected from 
the 


footbridge over the Jordan, near Jeri- 
cho—a bridge so old that the Western 
mind can hardly take in its weight of 
Reunifies. 
These collections amount 


to 21:0,000 piasters, which means in 
our money SO,-460. The tax for a load- 
ed camel is 2% piasters; if 
he 
is 


"empty" he goes for 2 piasters. 
The 


laden mule may cross for 2 piasters, 
while the laden donkey goes over at 
bargain rates—1 piaster. 


From those who walked and drove 


their solemn camels and their little 
gray donkeys over the Jaffa turnpike 
$S,D13 was collected in the year. For 
the whole distance of 
forty miles, 


from Jericho to Jaffa, a loaded camp.l 
and his driver may go by paying 3 
piasters. 
On the other hand, a" car- 


riage with three horses going over the 
same distance must pay 7V4 piasters 
If it has passengers; if empty it need 
pay only 3%. 
A two-horse carriage 


goes for C piasters and a one-horse 
gig pays 4. 


For cleaning and lighting tho streets 


of the Holy City householders pay a 
small tax. scaled according 
to 
the 


quarter of the city and the number of 
persons in the houses. The revenue 
from this source is 1-10.000 plasters 
annually— $«- 020. The city's income 
from taxes on real estate and other 
property owned (houses, shops, etc.), 
is about $5,67G. It would not appear 
from this modest figure that 
there 


were many millionaires in. Jerusalem. 
It seems almost cruel to stagger the 
good Hussein Effendi with such fig- 
ures as these:- Population of. New 
York City, 5,076,796; taxable 
realty 


valued at ?7,S58,840,16-1; tax rato for 
Manhattan and The Bronx, $1.72. 'itc.. 
etc. 


For the purpose of road repair ani- 


mals that enter the city of Jerusalem 
are taxed'to the tune of ?3.010- per 
year, -a camel involving 1 piaster, a 
mule %, a donkey .%. There is a tax 
upon carriages that are let out for 
hire of 2% piasters' a day. 
The New- 


York taxicab chauffeur pays a yearly 
license fee of $2; a. "special 
hack 


stand license" costs ?25, and a hack 
driver's license costs only 50 cents. It 
looks as if. the Jerusalem liveryman 
had rather'the worst'of it. In the sum- 
mer time he'is taxed a. piaster extra 
to pay for sprinkling i.he streets. 


Hussein Effendi quaintly says in his 


letter to the New York Controller that 
Jerusalem's incozxe appears rather 
small considering there are from 80.- 
000 to 90.000 souls! The explanation 
Is found .partly in the fact that the 
municipality . does '.not concern itself 
with the .maintenance of schools or 
police force, these belonging to the 
government of the province of Jeru- 
salem. .Nevertheless, if. the good Hus- 
sein Effendi is not accustomed to,fig- 
uring in millions and billions and tril- 
lians of piasters, it-, would s<«m that 
a brainstorm is brewing for the'Far 
East against the time when Mr. Pren.- 
dergast. sends-his statement.
